A proposition for tho redistribution of 
seats in tho Assembly is one that will 
have to bo considered by the new House. 
At this moment we have to face the anom- 
aly of Kootenay District with two mem- 
bers to thirty-three votors, while Victoria 
City with one thousand votors returns but 
four members, and Nanaimo with some 
500 returns but ono member.

To the Electors of Esquimalt District, in- 
cluding Highland, Sooke and 
Metchosin. 

Gentlemen: When you did mo tho hon- 
or to elect m^ to tho Logislativo Assembly 
tho Province was deplorably ombarassed; 
not only-had tho legitimate revenuo been 
recklessly sqandored on unproductive 
works, but on ministerial pilgrimages, on 
oxponsivo journeys to Cariboo and Europe 
and on commissions and premiums paid 
to friends for small services, which sor- 
vicos Ministers were Well paid for per- 
forming. 

Every dollar that could bo borrowod, 
from whatsoever sourco, had beon appro- 
priated in furtherance of a policy which 
was simply to sow money broadcast to 
catch votes and retain offico. 

Tho public debt had increased to some- 
thing over nino hundred thousand dollars 
by nearly doubling expenditure ovor in- 
como and paying eight and ton por cent, 
interest, whilo tlio credit of tho Province 
had boon strained to its utmost tension. 

Tho revenuo was pledged to the Do 
minion for a small advance, and banking 
facilities wore completely exhausted. We 
had none of tho sinews of war left — neith- 
er the money, tho men nor tho matorial to 
'fight Mnckenzio with, but were cringing 
and crouching tomastordom for the small 
est favor granted in our desperate neces- 
sity. 

I felt it my duty to vote' against a gov 
eminent which had led us into such a 
dilemma and iu which I had lost all con- 
fidence. I havo since given my support 
to a government which has had great dif- 
ficulties to contond with although none of 
them are of iis own creation. 

Tho Elliott Ministry may not havo done 
all and ovorythiug that yon or I might 
desire; but I will not embarass or desert 
them until I find sufliciont reason for do- 
ing so. 

Thoy wore dofented upon a moasure 
which thoy need novor bo ashamed of — 
ns a resident physician to tho Lunatio 
Asylum is an absolute neeoRsity whatovor 
may bo tho opinion as to tho man host qua! 
itied for tho position. 

Tho improvod condition of tho country 
is generally admitted and contrasts favor- 
ably with tho stato it was in throe years 
ago. 

. The taxes which tho necessities of tho 
times required for tho liquidation of our 
indebtedness havo attracted English cap- 
ital at the rato of six por cent, per annum, 
and our bouds which wore sold last year 
at 90 aro now worth 110, and tho credit of 
British Columbia stands highor in Lon- 
don than that of Qneboo, tho oldoit prov- 
ince of the Dominion of Canada. 

Tho rate of interest which was at eight 
and ten per cent, is now roduced to seven 
and six. 

Tho non-fu'filmcntof tho terms of con 
federation by tho Dominion Government 
and the long delay in commencing railway 
work on tho Paoifiu coast is what wo havo 
reason to doploro. It was a great loss to 
the Island whon the proposals of Mr. 
Edgar woro not ontortnined. If negotia- 
tions — which terminated so abruptly — had 
beon conducted by tho government of that 
day in a different spirit rails now rusting 
on the wharves at Esquimalt would havo 
been laid on tho road to Nanaimo and tho 
spirit of tho Carnarvon Terms complied 
with. 

The construction of tho graving dock 
which was required from us by the Do- 
minion Govornmont uudor stipulated con- 
ditions, has been unnecessarily delayed 
under falso hopes, cielusivo expectations 
and a series of blunders. 

Tho purchase of cement and machinery 
beforo either were required ranks among 
the many oxponsivo vagaries of an erratio 
minister on a jaunt to London. 

Wo havo already paid a great price foi 
engineering skill and must continuo to do 
so under existing engagements entored 
into by a former Government with only 
an unfinished cofferdam to show for an 
expenditure of over §200,000. 

It is now ovor threo years since we wore 
promised by Mr. Walkom that 500 men 
would bo at work on tho Drydock, and 
ovory man, woman and child employed 
about Esquimalt, and yet wo find up to 
this day excavation has not yot boon be- 
gun nor tho cofferdam contract carried 
out. 

If tho Imperial Government should not 
tako tho work off our hands within e. rea- 
sonable time, I shall insist upon tho Dock 
being completed by tho Province accord- 
ing to tho Terms of Confederation, feel- 
ing convinced that every dollar spont in 
labor on the works at Esquimalt will 
spread and fructify iu tho most remote dis- 
tricts of tho Provinoo; nud whenever la- 
bor and capital aro united on productive 
works prosperity will attond. 

If tho money which has boon spent on 
useless roads aud bridges constructed by 
Chinese labor on the Mainland had been 
judiciously laid out in tho construction 
of a Dock the work could havo been com- 
pleted by this time without Chinamen's 
aid, and in all probability sold to the Im- 
perial Government at a profit, 

As I am a well known ndvocato of a 
sound and practical education for every 
boy and overy girl in evory district, I 
will not doprivo them of tho highest 
branches of education as soon as the 
country can afford to pay Professors of 
Law, Physio and Divinity. 

With regard to tho ro-distribution of 
seats, I am iu favor of equalizing repre- 
sentation, but not in favor of forcing a 
member on any distriot contrary to tho 
will of tho pooplo most intorested. As I 
will endeavor to make suitable arrange- 
ments for a meoting of tho electors at 
Esquimalt at an early date, I hopo then 
and there to bo ablo to give a good ac- 
count of my stewardship, and if I am 
deemed worthy of a renewal of your con- 
dence my timo and best exertions shall 
be devoted to promote your interests and 
the general welfare of the Province.

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

This important problem booma up bo- 
foro all others iu PaoiBo Const politics, 
and tho day will shortly come -when it 
must bo fully solved. It is impossible for 
pagan and civilized, bound and free labor 
to llourish side by side on tho same soil. 
Ono or the other must go to tho wall. It 
must bo all pagan or all. oivilizod 'ere 
long. A recent visitor to California writes 
baok to ah Eastern paper: 
- "What is to be tho condition of the 
maBs of jgrioranoo and. paganism added to 
our population ? If thiags are to go on 
as at present there will not only be a con- 
tinued degradation of American labor.but 
groater perils will overtake the people of 
the Paoifio Coast. It is not for us to give 
.afalsa alarm.' We would exclude all fears 
,-whioh are not tho result of facts indispu- 
table, and of a natuo to excite tho solici- 
tude of all who tremblo for tho country. 
We of tho . East aad of the West have no 
conception of the magnitude of tho Chi- 
nese problom. I do not know a more 
touching and affecting sight than tho pa- 
tience displayed by thousands of American 
meohanics and laborers driven to 
destitution by the monopolists' employ- 
ment of Chinese laborers. The sufferers 
aro mon of eduoation who in the past have 
. given their time and blood to the nation. 

Erom tho testimony taken before the 
" Senate Committeo.I find that tho Chinese 
"monopolize several callings, working for 
wagos that would reduce white men to 
starvation. Tho Ohinose can work cheap- 
er than wo beoause they have no family. 
a Their expenses are only fifteen conts per 
dav, and honce they can work for fifty 
cents per day and get rich. In San Fran- 
cisco they • monopolize tho cigar trade. 
Three thousand aro engaged in it. The 

• number of oigara manufactured in that 
city last year amounted to 140,000,000. 

• As it is in the cigar trade so it is in other 
« employments. There aro 300 laundries 

"employing 3,000 men, all Chinese, lhere 
are thirty manufaotorios of clothing car- 
ried e>n by thorn. Slippers, shoes and 

" goiters aro nearly alliwanufacturod by 
"Chinese There are 5,000 engaged as 
eooks and waiters. I have not time to de- 
tail at length my visits to their josshouses, 

'""to their gambling houses, to their opium 
dena— regular places where opium is made 

, and smoked. I have no intention of _ut- 

Vtering any vehoment declaration against 

t B the .Chinese. But . I shall net hesitate to 
i express my conviction that their presonoo 

it it fatal to tho prosperity of this country. 
Dork indeed will be the day for the Uni- 
ted States, and our statesmen will have to 
answer, for the marshaling of tho clouds 
in the firmament when, having first intro- 

■ duoed this servile labor in the Dation.they 
allowed the immigration to procoed by 
gigantio strides. Let not our eastern »nd 
weste'rrilegislators attempt to fasten on 
the necks of the industrial men of the 
Pacific Coast what they dare not do at 
home. "Eemomber," said a great Eng- 
lish statosman once in the Parliament of 
England when he was imploring them to 

: consider tho consequences of thoir action, 
•that you aro legislating for posterity." ' 

Ej, lTHE NEW SCHOOL HOUSE FOE 

W W«IT nanaimo. 

Tenders have been invited by the Gov- 
'.' ernment for tho construction, of a new 
1 schbolhouse at Nanaimo, a building that 
.. .their predecessors persistently deolined 
to ereet. The sum of $3000 was placed 
on the estimates last session for the struc- 
ture; but when the item was oallod up tho 
Opposition: strenuously objeoted to its 
pas"sago onthe grounds that it was not 
included in tho voto on account agreed to 
s by them. When it was demonstrated by 
this Government and by Mr. Gordon that 
the people of Nanaimo stood in imperative 
need of the building, tho Opposition vory 
reluctantly gave way but would then only 
oonsent s to the passago . of one-half tho 
sum-placed on tho 'estimates. Mr. Gor- 
don, however, stood true to his colors and 
compelled tho Opposition to recede from 
their position and the item in full, was 
'passed; It is therofore to him and the 
Elliott.Gbvernmont that Nanaimo will bo 
indebted for its new schoolhouso. If tho 
Opposition had been permitted to ride 
roughshod over tho estimatos tenders for 
the building could not havobeen invited. 
Mr. Walkem was leader of that loyal Op- 
position but now claims to be the true 
friend of Nanaimo. Consistency thou art 
a jo wall i 

"I ASSURE YOU I AM." 

Mr. James Abrams, tho Opposition can- 
didate for Nanaimo, comes out flat-footed 
in big typo, and assures tho electors of 
the district that he is a legally qualified 
candidate for election and asseits that at 
the proper time he is prepared to prove 
it. Wo do not knew what Mr. Abrama' 
idea of tho " proper time " may be but wo 
' take it there is no time liko , the present. 
A few days since wo pointed out that Mr. 
Abrams' name appears on two rolls; that 
consequently ho is not a voter and, not 
being a voter, cannot legally be a candi- 
date. Wo quoted from the Registration 
of Voters Aot to show that Mr. Abrams 
was undoubtedly ineligible, but that gen- 
tleman seems to think that he is a privi- 
leged character, beyond tho rcaoh of the 
law. If such be the case it must suroly 
occur to him that it would bo a grand 
stroke of policy to explain tho little dis- 
crepancy to tho people of Nanaimo boforo, 
rather than after, the election. The more 
ipse dixit of a candidate is by no means 
sufficient when tho suffrages and interests 
of a district aro concerned. It is there- 
fore iu brdor for Mr. Abrams to '"rise to 
explain" at once, or failing this, to retire 
from the field. The latter is the more 
proper course for him to adopt as tho law 
is very pronounced against dual registra- 
tions. It is in fact insuperable.

EASTERN STATES. 

Philadelphia, May 18 — It has boon as- 
certained that in a few days Messrs. 
Cramp will lay the keel of another vessel 
to bo constructed on the model ana to take 
tho place of the steamship State of Cali- 
fornia launchod to-day. 

New Yobk, May 17— The Sun says the 
yacht Mohawk, which capsized in this 
harbor two yoars ago whereby sevoral 
lives were lost, has boen sold to tho Rus- 
sians. She originally cost §175,000; but 
was sold for scarcely a tenth of that sum. 







EUROPE. 

London, May 17 — A spooiol says tho 
Porto will allow no further addition to 
the Britidh fleet at Ismid. 

Beblik, May 17 — It is reported that, in 
view of the attack made on tho Emperor, 
the government has rosolved to propose, 
or oven to introduce by administrative de- 
crees, serious restrictions on the freedom 
of public meetings. Efforts will bo made 
to bring about common action on the 
part of Germany, Russia, England, tho 
United States and oountries whero social- 
istic aud communistio symptoms havo 
lately appearod. 

Blackbubn, May 1G— As the rosult of 
to-day's negotiations it is bolievod a settle- 
ment of tho striko will be made to-mor- 
row on condition that tho operatives work 
three months at a reduction of 10 per cent 
and at tho expiration of that time wages 
are to bo raised if work warrants. 

Pijus, May 1G— Tho United States will 
bo represented on the intornutional jury 
of the exhibition by 33 members. The 
French authorities promise no salary nor 
allowance for expenses, und require them 
them to be in attendance from early in 
Juno to 1st of September."- McOormiok 
therofore thought it best to make as many 
appointments as poasiblo. 

Berlin, May 16 — Disquieting accounts 
have boen received hero from St. Peters- 
burg. Prospects are again threatening. 
The Pan-Slavast party are once more 
gaining tho ascendosoy. 

London, May 1G— Notwithstanding tho 
sentiments of tho St. Petersburg aomi- 
offioial press there is little doubt that tho 
following dispatoh represents the present 
views of the Imperial Court and chancel 
lory: — St. Petersburg, Moy 1G. 

Notwithstanding the secreoy observed 
in regard to Count Sohouvaloff's report to 
the Emperor and the copferonco at tho 
foreign office, various poiots whereby a 
real understanding may be attained from 
tho subject of discussion in well in- 
formed political circles. It is thought iu 
the first place tho necessity of securing 
the great object of the war, tho indepen- 
dence of the Christians, is insisted upon 
Thero is on tho other baud no disposition 
to inscribe nolo me tangere on tho map 
of New Bulgaria which was only set up as 
a provisional draft; at the same timo other 
compensations than those fixed on in lieu 
of tho war indemnity are not regarded as 
exoludod from tho discussion. While it is 
deolared there can bo absolutely no seri- 
ous idea of the retrocession of Ears, the 
same is not true of Batoum. The advan- 
tage to Russia of the acquisition of But- 
oum is said to have a reverse side inas- 
much as millions must be expended in 
construction of convenient lines of com 
munication and proper fortifications be- 
fore the possession of tho place could bo 
rendered of great importance. In tho 
peaceful ourrent of general indications a 
favorablo signifioanco is attested to by the 
fact that tho right of sale in tho streots 
has boon withdrawn from tho Galois, 
whioh had lately odopted a warlike tone, 
while the Bourse Gazette and JFew Times, 
whioh recently observed an attitude fav- 
orablo to peace had that peace restored to 
them. 

Gortschakoff is slightly hotter. The 
Czar will not in any case visit tho Paris 
Exposition; but some of tho Grand Dukes 
will if circumstances pormit. 

Tho Russian preparations to attack 
British commerce attracts great atten- 
tion. Tho Times says tho United States 
may be depended on to do all in their 
power to observe tho treaty of Washing, 
ton; but even if the Russians suoceed iu 
equipping their little fleet, it will hardly 
do much mischiof, and is more likoly to 
fall victims to our cruisers than to inflict 
damage on our merchantmen. Wo might 
have some tronblo at first, but a short lime 
will suffico to clear the sea and make the 
passage of our vessels from ono port to 
another as safe as now. 

Tho Queen will shortly inspect the 
troops at Woolwioh for tho first timo in 
twenty two years. 

Tho election for a membor of Parlia- 
ment for Oxford University to fill tho 
vacancy occasioned by tho elovation of 
Gathorne Hardy to tho peerage, has boon 
in progress to days and will last five. Up 
to last night figures stood: Talbot, Con- 
servative, 1,1/62 votos; Prof. Honry J. 
Smith, Liberal, 8,330 votes. Tho election 
is rogardod as a test of tho feeling of the 
clergy on tho Eastern question. 

Pestu, May 1G. — The Lower House of 
Hungarian diet to-day adopted tho bill 
providing for a credit of 60 million 
florins. Only tho extreme Left were 
opposed to tho bill. In tho course of de- 
bate Tisza, theprtmier, stated tho Gov- 
ernment regarded the affair of tho Balkan 
christians as a European question which 
they intended .to settle in concert with 
Europe. 

Bucharest, May 16. — Tho movement 
of tho Russian troops and provisions 
trains towards tho Danube continues. 

Belgrade, May 16.— A Servian corps 
of obsorvation, hitherto consisting of 
15,000 men, has been increased to 35,000. 
This was caused by fear of a Turkish at- 
tack. Tho Turks have been concentrat- 
ing under Hafez Pasha on the Servian 
lino of demarkation.

It seems we aro to have a body of 
stories devoted solely to Lord Leitrim. 
Here is ono of the latest, whioh may 
be pronounced an invention: "When 
Mr. Gladstone was in Ireland ho was 
discussing the question of landlord and 
tenant with a farmer. Tho name of 
the lato Lord Leitrim was introduced. 
'He's a bad lot. and ought to have 
been shot long ago,' said tho farmer. 
Mr. Gladstone, after remonstrating 
against this view, asked, 'How, then, 
camo it to pass that his lordship was 
not shot?' Tho farmer shook his 
bend sadly, and observed, 'What's 
everybody's business is nobody's.' " 
Somo timo ago wo were told ho engag- 
ed a bailiff because ho had had good 
practice in shooting Kaffirs. Here is 
a ploasanter story for which we aro in- 
debted to tho "World":— He was a 
man of strong lilcos and dislikes, and 
ono of his chief antipathies was a hor- 
ror of goats. An old woman, one of 
tenants, had a favorite goat, which ho 
espied ono day and inado hor bring ur> 
to him by tho side of the road. With- 
out a word of warning ho took out his 
knife und cut its throat. The woman, 
as far as sho dared, reproached him 
with his ruthless act, whereupon he 
gavo hor a $20 note, saying, "Take 
this to buy a cow with." It was char- 
acteristic of tho man; hard, unyielding 
easily moved to angor, but us swift to 
make amends, and always inexorably 
just. 

A boy nine years of ago baa hanged 
himsolf at Erlenbach, near Berne. An 
insano woman had committed the 
samo act, and somo foolish gossip as 
to strange singing and noises being 
among tho sensations in such caBes 
led the poor child to try tho expori 
ment. 

Tho "ObservatoreRomao," a Vati 
can organ, announces that a large 
number of Roman Prelates and Patri 
ciuns has memorialised the Cardinal 
Vicar for the appointment of a com 
mission to collect incidents in the life 
of Pius IX. as an official step towards 
his beatification. 

An interesting point is raised in an ac- 
tion against the 'ltoyal Bank of Iroland by 
a coal merchant of Dublin, who»o choquo 
for a small amount was dishonored at a 
time whon ho had within a few shillings 
of the amount named in it in tho Bank.

Of course thoro aro good 
servants, but these kpow hqw to appre- 
ciate comfortable situations, and are very 
rarely found seeking places. A little 
epistle on this subjoct appears in tho 
Globe. Tho writer is "A Lancashire Town 
Councillor," and ho wishes it to bo widely 
known, so to attract poor and respectable 
girls, that nurso girls and plain cooks are 
paid at tho rate of .CM to $16 a your in 
Manohoster and Livorpool, whbro such 
wages aro obtainable "with the greatest 
possiblo ease" As an oxtensive employer 
of labor ho knows trade to bo bud, but 
this oircumstanco has not gluttod tho 
housohold labor market, for "thoro is no 
supply of domestic assistants at all equal 
to the demand." 

Tho London correspondent to the 
Leeds' Mercury writes:— The Royal pro 
clamation, issued to-night, prohibiting 
the exportation of torpedoes, is a fresh 
indication that tho situation is still ox- 
tremely gravo. It is said that the manu 
facturers of thoso explosives in England 
had largo or:!ors in hand, not from tho 
Russian Government diroot, but from 
speculators who were dealing at oecond 
hand with tho authorities in St. Peters- 
burg. 

The contest for the olection of a Parlia- 
mentary representative for South North- 
umberland hasresultod in both candidates 
obtaining an equal number of votes— 
2,912. At first it was found that the Lib- 
eral candidato had received two more, but 
on a second count the Consorvativo ugent 
objected to thoBo two, on tho ground that 
tho namo of Mr. Grey hud been substitut- 
ed on tho ballot paper for a cross. At 
tho request of Mr. Ridley, the Conserva- 
tive candidate, Colonel Mitford, the High 
Sheriff, who holds tho same political opin- 
ions, waivod his right of giving a casting 
vote, thus leaving tho Houue of Commons 
to deal with tho election. 



Fanaticism in the East. 

Aoorrespondcnt writing for tho English 
mngaziuo Truth mya: Tho first time I 
wenttoMultal bad an opportunity of 
observing tho effects of fatalism. 1 was 
in Alexandria, and I saw tho mail stoumor 
leavo whilst I was ruwiug toward it, so 
I asked the captain of a steamer close by 
that appeared about to Btart whether he 
would givo me a passage to Malta if ho 
was going there. "Certainly," ho replied, 
"if yon don't mind my cabins being filled 
with merchandise and my decks being 
covered with pilgrims on their way buck 
to Tunis from Mecca." The second day 
that we wero at sea a number of those pil- 
grims died of fever and wero incontinent- 
ly thrown ovbrbourd. Many more then 
shammed death in order to share the fate 
of thoir friends. They too w^nt over- 
board, with a smilo of beatitude on their 
countenances. I remonstrated with the 
captain, being then young and tender 
hearted. He replied that it was an affair 
between the Sheik and them, and he had 
nothing to do with the matter, beyond a 
genoml wish that on arrival at Malta, wo 
should not be put in quarantine. I then 
had it out with tho Sheik, who could 
speak a little French. He explained to 
me that any ono dying during the pil- 
grimogo went direct to paradise, and that 
it was a friendly act to throw over pilgrims 
with tho fever, without looking too 
closely whether they were dead. Tho 
result of all this was, that more thun two- 
thirds of tho pilgrims were cast into tho 
soa, and tho captain on our arrival ob- 
tained pratique without being put into 



quarantine. "Tho system, " he dryly ob- 
served, "suits them and it suits me " 
This occurred fivo-and-twouty years ago 
and I hope that Shoiks and captains aro no 
longer allowed to indulgo in these eccen- 
tricities during voyages between Alexan- 
dria and Malta.

Public Meeting at Esquimalt. 

A meeting called by Messrs. Williams 

nndHolgeson was hold on Thursday even- 
ing last at the School house, Esquimalt. 
Mr. Wilby was called upon to act as 
ohairman, with Mr. Brooks as secretary. 

Mr. Wilby in openiug tho meeting 
briofiy stated its object and asked a fair 
and impartial hearing for all and limited 
tho time of spoaking to half an hour for 
both candidates and others. 

Mr. Williams then rose amid applause 
and commensad to read his speech, in 
which ho said that whon thoy returned 
him threo years ago it was as an indepen- 
dent candidate, but as goon as ho entered 
the Houso he found that it was a myth. 
Being independent ho could do no good 
for his district. After a few days he and 
other now members were asked toineotut 
the Driard House in what was called a 
caucus. At tho first tho chairman (Mr. 
Fisher) rose and very luoidly explained 
that the object of the mooting was to turn 
out tho Walkom Government. Thore 
wore threo questions on which this was to 
bo done, viz: 1st, railway; 2d, dock; 3d, 
finance. Tho two first wero abandoned 
as bad. 

Finance. On this question they said they 
had good grounds, for tho Walkern Gov- 
orumunt had borrowed money from Ca- 
nada and tho two countries wero at dag- 
gers drawn. This he could not agree 
with as ho had in his address stated that 
he was iu favor of taking thi3 money 
from tho Dominion Government. Ho 
then had to withdraw from the caucus and 
naturally was obliged to join tho Walkern 
Government. At tho meeting of tho 
House a . vote of confidence was moved, 
the result boing a tie. Tho next day Mr. 
Dickenson — his brothar having been 
givon a good place and his father provid- 
ed for — held up his hand for tho Elliott 
side. The Elliott Government, he con- 
tended, had singularly failed in their 
financial polioy for they had run tho 
country vory heavily into debt. In the 
first year thoy had increased the dobt by 
§100,000, in tho second by 3312,92-L, and 
in tho third by §255,000, or a total of 
8727,924. This thoy say was necessary to 
meet oxponsos incurred by the Walkern 
Governmont. This ho denied. Tho an 
nual income has been reduced by some 
§05,000, and to remedy this a very seri- 
ous reduction must take place and ho 
was strongly in favor of commencing this 
at tho portfolios and going through every- 
thing. With reference to law roform he 
would strongly advocate this, beoaueo a 
poor man cannot now vonturoto goto law 
at all. Ths railway he believed had beon 
entirely forgotton by the Elliott Govern-' 
mont, who had been most indolent iu tho 
matter. He accused Mr. Fisher of hav- 
ing by his voto assisted in having lost tho 
island railway. The terminus of tho 
transcontinental railway has now boon 
fixed at Burrard Inlet, if tho railway is 
over built, which ho very much doubtod. 
Any measure in connection with that 
question will always receive his vote. 
The drydock he considered an utter farce 
and it would novor be built unless givon 
over into new hands. What is boing done 
now will be all eaten away by worms be- 
fore tho other part can be commoncod. 
Ho would far rather thoy stopped work 
thau go on as now. Ho then referred to 
Mi . Fiahor's address on this question and 
said ho must havo moant Mr. Elliott's 
Government and not Mr. Walkem's as it 
was now three years sinoo he was in 
power. The constitution bill he objected 
to in its present form. What was needed 
was a redistribution of seats without in- 
creasing the number of representatives. 
This bill would, if passed, bo the cause of 
a large incronse of expenditure. Tho con- 
stitution bill was simply to establish a 
lot of pocket boroughs, tho result being 
thot tho Opposition would not allow the 
bill to pass and tho Elliott Governmont 
folk" Education ho was strongly in favor 
of. He referred to Mr. Smith's bill, which 
he said was to do away with High School, 
and this would have passed had it not 
been for the firm stand taken by the Op- 
position. With reference to public works 
ho had endeavored to get a small court 
house for the town, but had not been sup- 
ported by Mr. Fishar. He had intro- 
duced sovoral good measures into tho 
House for the district, all of which he 
had carried. Mr. Fisher on tho other 
hand had failed to introduoe aDy ono 
measuro. He hoped his constituents 
would return Mr. Helgesen with him and 
not Mr. Fisher. I 
Mr. Helgesen was then called on and in 
a few brief words described his views on 
^tho different questions of the day. The

would have a large town into which all 
tho produce of the country would flow. 
Ho sincerely hoped there was not one in 
all tho country but that would stand to 
tho terms and try and get the Carnarvon 
terms fulfilled. If there aro not, then let 
us go on our own "hook"; ho knew well 
this country for ho had beon from stem 
to stern of it, and had nover seen a better. 
Ho then proceeded to speak of tho re- 
sources; he Baid it would be uttorly un- 
liko the courageous spirit of Englishmen 
to longer allow thomselvos to bo stuck on 
to Canada and to get nothing for it. Tho 
drydock no considered was tho greatest 
farco ho over saon. Ho regretted ho had 
not much knowledge on this point but if 
elected ho would endeavor to improvo 
his mind and assist the Government to 
carry on tho dock. As for retrenchment 
he was strongly. in favor of it, for he be- 
lieved tho country was already too much 
in dobt. Tho constitution bill was a 
blunder; it camo up liko a comet; it was 
not wanted. Ho would favor giving 
members whoro they wore moro needed. 
Tho education system was a glorious one, 
thanks to Mr. Rocke Robertson and tho 
McOreight Government, and Mr. Jessop, 
under whoso able superintendence it was 
prospering. He trustod the constituents 
would eleot him, and bo would promise 
to do his utmost for thoir benefit. 

Mr. Fishor said ho thanked thoso who 
had invited him to attond. Ho heard for 
tho first timo to-night that Mr. Williams 
had taken an active part in a caucus meet- 
ing, and also that ho (Mr. F.) had taken 
the chair. This ho denied ; he had once 
asked Mr. Williams to go with him to a 
meeting, but at all the meetings he had 
"attended he had never taken the chair. 
Mr. Williams had said he was indepen- 
dent but ho never till to night heard any- 
one sneer at indopendenoe. As a young 
member he lost confidence in the Walkern 
Governmont when they allowed Mr. Ed- 
gar to go away. He would have moved a 
vote of consuro on those who had cost 
j tho Province so much money to travel to 



England. He was not sorry when Mr. 
DeCosmos tried to got the gift, bonus or 
loan, as he knew full well that the Pro- 
vince could not find tho £100,000. The 
£50,000 from Canada was tho only moans 
of getting the money from England. The 
dook was to have been finished, and to 
the Imperial Government's satisfaction 
before thoy would givo their aid. The 
Walkern Government increased tho debt 
of the Frovineo to soraothing liko S900,- 
000. It was not truo that tho Elliott 
Government had increased tho debt of 
the country as Mr. Williams had stated, 
for when tney first went into powor tho 
country was something liko $900,000 to 
tho bad. This was shown by Mr. Mo- 
Creight'a figure's; whon it was found 
necessary to borrow money to pay 
off the debts of the former governments. 
If not what has become of the §750,000 
borrowed to pay off old debts ? With ro- 
gard to tho graving dock the fault of non- 
completion lay at the door of the Walkom 
Govornment who made tho contracts iu 
England unknown to tho Government 
of the day, and when telegrams had arriv- 
ed hero showing that Mr. Walkern was 
not wanted in London. Ho then road 
from the Pacifio Herald what Mr. Arm- 
strong stated in Now Wostminstor on the 
24th April with reference to the Carnar- 
von terms and Mr. Edgar's mission. Mr. 
Edgar had stated iu Canada that the Gov- 
ernment wore afraid to meet their consti- 
tuents and that tho Mainland was afraid 
of tho Island. He believed Mr. Macken- 
zie had intendod to givo us the railway 
and that was the reason tho rails woro 
brought out hero. He believed that Mr. 
Humphreys had conscientiously assistod 
in turning tho Walkom Government out 
and ho had regretted it whon tho Elliott 
Governmont lost Mr. Humphreys and Mr. 
Brown from tho Cabinet. Ho hail been 
taunted with neither being tho originator 
or promoter of any good measure; this he 
regretted, but as a supporter of tho Gov- 
ornmont it was not expected of him. He 
had,howover,when good measures woro in- 
troduced, supported them. It was said tha 
Government were defoatod on tho Consti- 
tution Bill; ho had hitherto believed it 
was on tho Asylum question. As to who- 
ther tho Elliott Government were tx> blame 
for its shortcomings ho could not toll, but 
ho know tho Walkom Government accept- 
ed tho plans and let tho contracts. Dr. 
Jones may or may not be a fit man, but 
thoy aro not lit men who say that a resi- 
dent physician is not required. Mr. 
Armstroug had proposed a visiting com- 
mittee; this would havo been most dan- 
gerous, especially for convalescents. 
It was known that Dr. Ash had 
said two years ago that a resident physi- 
cian was required. If a motion to rosoind 
tho former had boon introduced it would 
have boon carried. With reference to tho 
Constitution Bill ho bolievod it was no- 
cessary; there would bo no extra expense, 
for tho indemnity would bo roduoed to 
§250 as on a former occasion; when it 
was proposed todoublo this petitions were 
sent through tho country and nearly all 
tho districts objocted. Yet tho Walkeni 
Governmont in spito of this raised tho 
indomnity to §400. In raising taxes ho 
sympathised with the payer, whether he 
be rich or poor, but tho country must get 
out of debt and he thereforo gavo oredit 
to tho Minister of the 'day (Mr. Hum- 
phreys) who had tried to make ends meet 
by imposing tho takes. Tho clock must 
and ought to bo carried on, but it will 
have to bo done by us. But whero tho 
money will come from he did not quite 
know. Ho firmly belioved in the educa- 
tional system. 

Mr. Humphreys was thon callod on and 
addressed those present for nearly an hoar 
ondoavoring to show that tlio Elliott Gov- 
ornment and their supporters had by 
their actions abandoned tho Carnarvon 
torms.tho drydock, and had also endeavor- 
ed to disestablish tho publicschools.aud to 
alter tho qualification of voters' act. He 
Bharply attacked Mr- Elliott for allowing 
Mr. Vernon to remain in his Cabinet whon 
he was opposed to the Island road. 

Mr. Beavcn then followed by attacking 
Mr. Fisher for supporting tho Elliott 
Governmont whom ho accused of having 
run tho country moro into dobt than any 
former government. He contended that 
Mr. Edgar was very properly treatod here 
and it would havo beon wrong to accept 
his terms. He then referred to Lord 
Dufforiu's visit, prior to which Mr. Elliott 
at a public meeting had said that it would 
bo wrong to speak to him on railway mat- 
ters, aud at the very time having a tele- 
gram in his pocket from Lord Carnarvon 
stating that Lord Dufferin samo hero 
about tho roilwoy. Mr. Fishor ho acous- 
ed of having brought iu false reports to 
tho house und of having given tho Elliott 
Government a servile support, 

Tho following resolutions woro then 
put and carried: 

"That this meeting hereby endorses 
tho bold stand taken by Mr. Williams in 
tho Legislative Assembly, and plodgo 
themselves to support him at tho coming 
oiection." 

"That this meeting horoby endorses 
tho principles put forward by H. Helge- 
son, and bolieves him to bo a fit man to 
represent this district in the Legislative 
Assembly of this Province, and wehoroby 
plodgo ourselves to uso our host endea- 
vors to return him at tho coming oiection." 

Tho meeting thon adjourned with a 
voto of thanks to tho chairman.

In looking ovor the San Franoisco Gall 
wo find a biographical sketch of the late 
John Morrissey, gambler, pugilist and 
senator. From it wo learn that Morrisaey, 
when quite a young man, was attracted 
to Queen Charlotte Island by a report 
of a gold "find" thore. The account of 
this advonture.which israthor apocryphal, 
wo give entire; 

A DA RilD EVIL EXPEDITION. 

In 1851, when tho gold fever broke out 
in Quoou Charlotto's Island, Morrissey 
and others bought a schooner, manned 
and fil ted hor. Beyond provisions for the 
voyage, hor cargo oonsistod of one shot- 
gun and two six-shootors and rovolvers 
for each man on board, six small cannon 
ond 200 rounds of shot. Could anything 
havo boon more simply and innocently 
piratical? The Custom House authori- 
ties at San Francisco rofusod thorn clear- 
ances; but Morrissey and his band took 
advantage of tho first favorablo night, and 
with a land breozo slipped thoir cables 
and put to sea without papers. Thoy 
wero from ihafc moment pirates iu the oyo 
of tho law, but thoy sailed on day after 
day without being overhauled, and arrived 
at Queen Charlotto's If land after a favor- 
ablo passage of 18 days. Aftor nine days' 
stay thoy resolved to return. In due time 
they reached Vancouver Island, and wont 
into port, hor ownors thinking to do a 
littlo prospecting. Judge then of thoir 
dismay on seeing, tho day aftor thoir 
arrival, hor Britannio Majesty's sloop-of- 
war Thetis sail into port. Thoy woro now 
in really a sorious predicament. They 
wero in a foreign though friondly port, 
without papers, and nrmod to the teeth. 
They were in tho power of the Captain of 
the Thetis, and more than likely to be 
triod by drumhead court-martial and 

HANGED AS PIRATES. 

From tho yardarm of his vessel, John 
Morrissey called a counoil of war. The 
gravity of tho position w,as duly disoussed 
and a bold plan of boarding the Thetis, 
instead of waiting to bo boarded by hor, 
which Morrissey suggested, was unani- 
mously deoided upon. A boat was im- 
mediately loworod, revolvers conooaled, 
and shotguns dispensed with, and Mor- 
rissoy and Lis companions rowed direct 
for the Thetis, having previously run up 
the American flag— tho only piece of 
bunting thoy could muster— to their 
own masthoad. They were received 
with an air of surprise by the Cap- 
tain and his officers. But they told them 
that they were gold miners — and they 
wero returning disappointed from Queen 
Charlotto's Island. They wore careful to 
say nothing about shotguns, cannon and 
ammunition, the want of papers, and her 
refusal of clearance by tho San Francisco 
Custom Houso. Tho officors of tho The 
tis were naturally anxious to know all 
about Queen Charlotto's Island, whither 
their own vessel was bound, and about 
tho California gold fever and the diggings; 
and, rough as their visitors wore, they 
actually invited them to dinnor and enter- 
tained them right royally, and sent them 
back to tho schooner in high feather. But 
thoy were too shrewd to give the English 
officers an opportunity of returning the 
visit and sooing how the land lay, and 
when tho Englishmen turned ont next 
morning they doubtless wondored what 
on earth had become of that Yankee 
schooner during the night. The party 
arrived safely in San Francisco and tho 
schooner was quiokly disposed of.

■ and consider that publio moneys cannot 
b be expended I to bettor advantage than in 

keeping up and extending our educational 
system; i 
The Buoceas which has attended tho on- 
gogement of the services of a mining en- 
gineer at Cariboo, induces me to think 
that the services of another expert might, 
•with' advantage to the Province, bo 
secured for the lower portion of the Main- 
land, the Coast and tho Island, and I shall 
be prepared to advocate at the earliest 
moment the employment of another such 
mining engineer. 
. " It has always been the practice of this 
Government to discourage tho employ- 
ment of Chinese " labor on publio works, 
and it shall bo my aim to promote such 
legislation as may tend to check tho in- 
crease of Chinese immigration. 

With regard to the City of Victoria, I 
may remind you that one of tho first aots 
of this Government was the introduction

. Becognising the just claims of the Oifcy 
to the fines, fees and forfeitures of its own 
Polioe Court, I eaueod an Act to be pass- 
ed handing over the fees, amounting to 
$1,000, to the city for its own use; an act 
of justioe persistently refused by the late 
Government. And I shall be prepared 
to advocate the claim of the municipality 
to retain the balance of the revenue der- 
ived from liquor licences, whioh will 
j amount to something in the neighborhood 
of §2,000. I also introduced tho measure 
by whioh an annual saving of §D00 to tho 
city and §700 to tho Province, was attain- 
ed by the amalgamation of tho offices of 
Provincial Superintendent of Polico with 
that of Inspector of the City Polico. 

The pbjoot with which the amendment 
to the Constitution Aot was introduced 
was to give to the people fuller and moro 
equitable representation. This purposo 
was sought to be attained by dividing tho 
electoral districts, and by giving addi- 
tional representation to some of them. 
In the important Province of Ontario not 

■ •ingle constituency returns more than 



one representative. The freo action of a 
Government may bo severely hampered by 
the joint demands of the representatives 
of a district, returning to tho Houso morn 
than one member, by requisitions for 
excessive cxpondituro in thoir respective 
districts ml which only a numerically 
strong Govornmeut could decline. 

In the presont small number of repre- 
sentatives, tho House is likely to be so 
nearly balanced as to ronder n Govern- 
ment unable to resist this unwholesomo 
pressure. 

In order to correct this ovil tho Bill 
proposed to add 8 membors to tho Houso 
without, however, inoreasing the expenses 
of legislation, as the following iiguros 
will clearly illustrato: ■

Notwithstanding that the prinoiplo of 
the Bill was affirmod by tho Houso on its 
socond reading yet tho Opposition un- 
scrupulously refused to allow tho details 
to bo discussed in Committoo. 

Tho only argument, if indeed it can bo 
styled one, urged agninst tho measuro was 
" that tho members would on being 
brought together at onco proceed to raise 
tho indemnity." To this tho simple an- 
swer is that no suoh proposition could bo 
introduced unloss by tho Government of 
the day. 

As regards tho plan or basis of this 
Bill I may obeorvo that tho division of 
some of the districts was suggostod on 
account of tho diversity of interests ex- 
isting in the same, notably, in tho enso of 
Cariboo, whioh has no interostiu common 
with tho Alexandria portion of tho Dis- 
trict and whioh was proposed to bo separ- 
ated from it in order that tho mining in- 
terests of thoono and tho agricultural in- 
terests of tho other should not bo prejudic- 
ed. . • .1/1 

Other districts woro divided on account 
of their enormous area, and somo, ow- 
ing to their largely inoreasod population. 

Had the Bill proposed to deal with re- 
presentation on tho bims of population 
only, and taking tho existing representa- 
tion of Kootenay — whioh the Opposition 
so detorminedly refused to reduco— as an 
oxample, wo find tho following ridiculous 
result:

Those figures in conjunction with tho 
fact that Kootonay has really no interest 
iu common with any other portion of tho 
Province, drawing, as sho does, all hor 
supplies from a neighboring stato; that at 
tho last two elections sho showed a voting 
power of 33 personB only, moro than 
justified the courso suggested by tho 
Government in taking oue member from 
Kootonay in order to enfranchise Cassiur, 
with a mining population of somo 1500 
people, not speaking of tho much under- 
representod district of Nanaimo. 

Iu tho debate on the measuro in tho 
Houso no attempt was mado to defond 
this anomalous state of things in Koot- 
onay, and it can only be assumed that the. 
desire for its continuance by the Opposi- 
tion was that tho two membors from that 
remote looality were thoir strong sup- 
porters. 

My firm conviction is that tho success- 
ful working of responsible govern- 
ment in this Province requires that 
tho Constitution should bo amonded 
by inoreasing the number of representa- 
tives. 

It is an indisputable fact that when I 
had tho honor of boing called upon to 
form a Ministry I found on taking oilico 
not only an empty treasury but an meu- 
mulation of debts amounting to closo up- 
on half a million dollars, rendering a 
light taxation an absolute necessity— 
by which we ivoro enabled to effect a loan 
on terms most advantageous to tho Prov- 
ince. 

I have given ovidonco of my desiro to 
keep tho expondituro of the Province 
within reasonable limits by roducing the 
excessivo sums which were annually 
"soivn broadcast" by my predecessors in 
office, and I shall continue to economise 
wherovor it may bo found possiblo to do 
so without impairing tho oflicioncy of tho 
publio service. 

I contend that under tho presont ad- 
ministration tho country has mado moro 
substantial progross and has brightor 
prospects for tho future than sho has at 
any period of her history possessed.

ing Dock account. This sum of §80,000 
might have been saved to the country had 
ordinary foresight been used by the late 
Government in not making the purohosejat 
ao unnecessarily early a date. The course 
pursnsd by the Government iu endeavor- 
ing to induce the Imperial Government 
to take over the dock Bite.Iplant and ma- 
terial and finish the construction of the 
dock ia beat ahown by the subjoined ro 
solution of the House:—

gage to recommend to Parliament a gift 
of the site, &o., ou the condition that 
merchant vessels shall be permitted to bo 
docked on payment of expenses, when- 
ever the ships of Her Majesty's squadron 
do not require its use: 

Be it therefore resolved,— Tbat, in view 
of the desirableness of onsuring tho com- 
pletion of the Esquimalt Graving Dock 
without loss of time without further cost 
to the Province, this House is of opinion 
that it is adviaable, . in the event of the 
Imperial Government agreeing to com- 
plete the Dock as an Imperial work with- 
out loss of time, to grant to the Admiralty 
the site, plant and material on hand, and 
work already dono, subject to the condi- 
tion that merohant vessels shall be per- 
mitted to be dooked, on payment of ex- 
panses, whenever the ships of Hor Majes- 
ty's Navy do not require its use; and that 
a respectful address bo presented to His 
Honor the Lieutenant Governor, praying 
that he will be pleased to inform Her 
Majesty's Prinoipal Secretary of State for 
the Colonies of the determination of this 
House upon the subject. 

The following telegram from the Sec- 
retary of State for the Colonies has been 
received in reply to the abore proposi- 
tion: 

"Please inform British Columbia Gov- 
ernment that some little delay will be nec- 
oestary before I am able to express an 
opinion on Esquimalt drydook question 
and other subjects connected with it, but 
all possible earnest attention will be given 
tort." - Hiokb-Beaoh." 

I am, and always have been, an earn- 
est advocate for keeping the publio 
schools in a state of increasing efficiency, 
and consider that publio moneys cannot 
bo expended to better advantage than in 
keeping up and extending our oducational 
ayitcm. 

The success which has attended the en- 
gagement of tho services of a mining en- 
gineer at Cariboo, induces me to think 
that the aervices of another export might, 
with advantage to the Province, be 
aeoured for the lower portion of tbe Main- 
land, the Coast and the Island, and I shall 
be prepared to advocate at the earliest 
moment the employment of another such 
mining engineer. 

It has always been the practice of this 
Government to discourage the employ- 
ment of Chinese labor on publio works, 
and it shall be my aim to promote such, 
legislation as may tend to check the in- 
crease of Chineso immigration. 

With regard to the City of Viotoria, I 
may remind you that one of tho first acts 
of this Government was tho introduction 
of a measure oontaing a olause striking 
the Chinese off the municipal voters' list, 
thereby preventing a recurrence of tho 
pernioous practice of tho Mayor and 
Council of Victoria being virtually elected 
by Chinese. 

Beoognising the just claims of the City 
to the fines, fees and forfeitures of its own 
Police Court, I causad an Act to be pass- 
ed handing over tho fees, amounting to 
f 1,000, to the city for its own use; an act 
of justice persistently refused by the late 
Government. And I shall be prepared 
to advocate the claim of the municipality 
to retain tho balance of the revenue der- 
ived from liquor lieenoes, which will 
amount to something in the neighborhood 
of $2,000. I also introduced the measure 
by which an annual saving of §500 to the 
city and $700 to the Province, was attain- 
ed by the amalgamation of the offices of 
Provincial Superintendent of Police with 
that 'of Inspector of the City Police. 

The object with which the amendment 
to the Constitution Act was introduced 
waa to give to the people fuller and more 
equitable representation. ThiB purpose 
waa sought to be attained by dividing the 
electoral districts, and by giving addi- 
tional representation to some of them.

These figures in conjunction with tbo 
fact tbat Kootenay has really no intorost 
in common with any other portion of tbo 
Province, drawing, as she does, all her 
supplies from a neighboring state; that at
